Executors Unable To State 
Yalue Of Property; Be- 
lieved Considerable 



The University is to benefit very 
materially from the provisions of the 
will of its late governor, Charles E. 
Nelll. Mr; Nelll died on Wednesday, 
December 17th in. the Ross Memorial 
Pavilion, after an illness of two 
months'. He - was .vçry prominent in 
financial circles all through the domin- 
ion being vice-president of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, and a director In 
many other companies. His loss was 
severely ( felt by all who had como in- 
to contact with him and hé was wide- 
ly mourned throughout tho whole 
country. 

According to the provisions of the 
.will, 10% of his total estate Is to be 
\d tvided among two hospitals and two 
$fîïi versifies, after the termination of 
the life interest of relatives in this, 
share of his property. 

McGill Obtains Share 

Tho two hospitals In question, the 
Montreai General Hospital and the 
Victoria Hospital at Fredricton, N.B.; 
are >to receive one-half "the ton per- 
cent. .. The other university, the Uni- 
versity' of New Brunswick, where Mr. 
Nelll received his LL.D. in 1924, re- 
ceives two-thirds the remainder,- and 
McGill receives the rest.

Chinese Students 
Must Face Vital 
Issues Decisively 

(Continued from Pago One) 
tho feudal period of western civili- 
zation. 

Tho family, or clan, basis of civ- 
ilization is giving way to the na- 
tional, but with much conflict In 
the transition, and involving vital 
Issues to bo faced and decided by 
Christian students. Which loyalty 
should bo the hlghost In a Chris- 
tian's life? I£ tho state, does .that 
mean the state, right or wrong? Or 
If God, how will your countrymen, 
regard you when you tako that 
stand? This question is facing peo- 
ple in all parts of tho world, but In 
China 'it Is a practical question 
which each Individual must decide 
now for himself. 

Science Challenges. 

The question presented by tho 
modern scientific trend of thought, 
in its attempt to make men merely 
a bundle of energy and mechanism, 
also faces anyono with any kind of 
religion. The choice Is between fol- 
lowing tho crowd the agreeing that 
life has no centralllzlng purpose, or 
avowing an exporlence In one's life, 
whloh enables one to rise above cir- 
cumstances and roaster one's self In 
timos of crisis, 

Militarism is a most vital issue In 
China since the beginning of the 
trouble with Japan, Dr. Koo con- 
tinued, On September 18th, Japan 
entered Manchuria; the very next 
day two voices made themselves 
heard in China; tho one, from the 
majority of the people, saying that 
China should fight, and not go to 
the League; and the other from the 
government and a minority of, thé 
people urging that the League be 
given Its chance, that the purpose 
of the League was to .'function iîi 
just such crises, 

Fight Two Ph.se». 

Since that time, when the govern- 
ment insisted on taking the case to 
the League, a tension has existed 
between the government and the 
people which Is heightening in In- 
tensity ever since. Again this is 
a practical question to be faced by 
Christians. 

"Militarism has two phases to be 
fought by pacifists." Dr, Koo point- 
ed out. "The first is that of the 
visible things, armaments and mili- 
tary forces. We plust realize that 
while fighting armaments through 
conferences, we may be lulled into a 
false sense x of security. The so 
called disarmament conferences up 
to 1 the present time have been call' 
ed merely for the purpose of bal 



anclng . armaments. We must not 
think of that as security for the 
cause of disarmament; we must see 
what is really being' done. 

Militarism and Chins. 
"Militarism creates among tho 
people a militaristic mind, which' Is 
the second phase to be . fought. 
When arms aro piled up In a. coun 
try year after year, people ask, why 
not use these arms, • since we. have 
them? This mind in the people is 
Invisible, Intangible, but powerful, as 
was shown In 1914, when the Euro- 
pean nations,' àrmed to the teeth, 
burst Into conflict as a result.' And 
behind France's idea of security now 
Is this same military mind.", 

Again Dr. Koo pointed out that -in 
China today they are faced with the 
same question: "Shall we fight, or 
shall we turn to other countries and 
Invite them* to come In and take 
some more?" , 
, Communism Challenges. 
The most baffling question whioh 
nun faces Christians in Chinais that 
of the steadily rising social question. 
It Is framed to Christians In the 
Words, "You Christians, you aie 
supposed to be fighting for the so- 
cialist principles of Christ, yet you 
are upholding today an imperialist 
capitalist system whlcl) is diame- 
trically opposite."

Africans Held Down . 

The government ot Africa per- 
mits only those of European des 
cent to occupy high political of 
flee. This discriminating leglala 
tlon was based on the desire ot the 
whites to preserve complète control 
over the blacks— tho former claim- 
ing that the natives are two thou- 
sand years behind the times. 

The' lecturer asked, if African* 
were expected to wait : two thousand 
years before they could aspire to 
attaining the present status of the 
white population In Africa. " 
Moral Code Changed 
Discussing African superstitions It 
was stated-, that the native T bli 
worshipped their ancestors, 
In ■ more recent times they had 
adopted the practice of worshipping 
an unknown god through the me-., 
dlum of one of their ancestors. 

Along with this change In 
ship came a development of a morel 
code. Nowadays it was held that 
any breach of the moral code offend- 
ed the culprit's ancestors and so iri 
turn the unknown "god. As a result, 
misfortune was apt to follow the 
guilty >partyr-a belief referred to as 
a 



useful lives, Theso superstitious 
beliefs paved the way to Chrlstianl- 
zation of African blacks;

DIVORCE EASY TO 
OBTAIN IN RUSSIA 




Divorce is as simple as marriage in 
Soviet Russia, but officials are author- 
ity for the statement that it Is not 
abused. 

All that Is necessary to sever the 
marital tie is .for either party to 
his or her intention. The 
bureau notifies the other that 
o longer is wed, and the 
accomplished at a cost ot 
only two rubles (about $1), the same 
an the marriage fee. Or a divorce will 
be granted by mutual consent. No 
reason whatever is necessary to pro- 
cure a divorce. 

As in marriage, both wife and hus- 
band share equally the responsibilities 
and privileges of divorce, but tho law 
sees to it that tho interests of the 
Childron are protected. 

Upon declaring their divorce inten- 
tion, couples are asked If they have 
agreed on how and by whom their 
offspring, is to be maintained. Or- 
dinarily if botli parents are employed 
each is", called upon to contribute 
equally toward the child's maintenance, 
and if only one is in a. position to care 
for it, ho or she is considered respons- 
ible 

If they cannot agree, however, the 
questions are decided by a court which 
flxos tho sum to be paid and decides 
whether both parents or one shall 
contribute ; 

Usually the court awards a child to 



a divorced mother If she is consider- 
ed fit to rear It and other circum- 
stances are equal. But If the father 
seeks tho divorce and is financially 
able' he is called upon to contribute 
one-third his Income for the child's 
upkeep until It reaches the age of 14. 

Notwithstanding the case with which 
divorce can be obtained, the present 
average is described as far below 'he 
pro-Revolutionary normal and con- 
siderably less than the marriage av- 
erage. 

Property belong to both parties be- 
fore marriage remains tholr individual 
possession upon divorce but that 
acquired during marriage Is divided 
equally between husband and wife. 

If ono party, is unemployed or ill 
tho other. Is required to support him 
or her for one year after the divorce 
is registered. This Is the nearest 
equivalent to alimony In new Russia, 
and such cases must pass under the 
rigid scrutiny of authorities. 

Both' husband and wife may assume 
their pro-marriage nameB or change 
to new ones. 

The housing shortage in large cen- 
ters since tho inception of the five- 
year plan has given an Ironic twist to 
the facility of the divorce law. Any 
number of couples, unable to find 
space elsewhere, continue to occupy 
the same .quarters for months after 
they havo been declared legally div- 
orced

"Another war is inevitable," Pro- 
fessor Hal W. Moseley, head of the 
Tulane university chemistry depart- 
ment, said Wednesday. "The next war 
will begin abruptly with the use of 
all weapons available at the time, re- 
sulting from the experience of the last 
war and tho additional research 
since." 

Recalling America's dangerous lack 
•of preparation for .chemical- warfare 
as compared to the deadly defense of 
Germany in 1917, Professor Mostly 
discussed the value ot chemistry as a 
deciding -factor in the future wars of 
the world. ■ ^ 

"Chemical warfare, as we see It, of- 
fers the most formidable woapon 
around which to develop the funda- 
mental tactical operations of the new 
warfare. The United States can not 
afford to ignore hor experience In the 
last war. She- must be chemically in- 
dependent." These are the facts on 
-which Professor Mosely based his 
opinions." 

Quoting from a speech he made 
before the R. O. T. C. last week, 
Professor- Mosely repeated his plea 
that "America should appreciate the 
significance of chemistry in national 
defense to the point where she will 
not neglect development of any In- 
dustry which has significance in any 
phase of the modern chemical war- 
fare." Tho United States 'has made 
noteworthy progress in this field since 
1918, but still she is not as well pre- 
pared as some of the other leading 
powers, Air. Mosely said. 

"Chemical warfare is more humane 
than any ot . the older methods of 
battle," ho said. ''History -proves 
beyond a doubt that with '• the-,im- 
provements in mothdds of wirfaro, 
mortality-.- and suffering • have been 
lessened.' In the World War we had 
poison 'gas, airplanes, machine guris, 
and various forms of: high- explosives 
which theoretically might extermin- 
ate any army, but a carefully survey 
of casultles shows that the loss of 
life proportionate to tho number en- 
gaged in It was' not nearly so largo 
as In our own Civil War." Interesting 
statistics bearing out this statement 
ire that "30 per cent of the American 
casualties were due to gas, of- which 
only 2 per cent . died whereas of the 
70 per cent resulting from other wea- 
pon's, 24 per cent. died. The - ratio of 
death's froni gas to those from other 
weapons is about 1 to 12. 

Chemical warfare is cheater than 
the older methods, said Professor 
Mosely. "Although less than one per 
cent of ' the $14,000,000,000 -spent by 
the various branches of national de- 
fense,' for making war weapons; was 
spent on chemical worfarè. about 
thirty percent of the-' casualties were 
produced by the cheap weapon." 
' Regarding the after' effects of war- 
fare" gasses, Professor Moseley cited' 
the findings of army doctors a3 pub- 
lished in the army medical bulletin: 
"From evidence thus' far obtained it 
seems' to be the consensus, of opinion 
among medical men, -not only -"Un-. thiB, 
country but also -in Europe, that 'as 'a 
general rule, there are comparatively 
few after 'effects -of --wartime" gasses, 
There is no " reason to believe that 



there should be a greater percentage 
of disability following gas poisoning 
than would follow diphtheria, or any, 
acute respiratory disease ot ordinary 
type. 

So whether wo like is or not, ac- 
cording to Professor Moseley, our 
country's fate in war will be decidod 
largely in the laboratory; our fierce 
battlo ships will give way entirely to 
the smaller, swifter airplano carrying 
gasses much more 1 offectiye than va 
shell from "Big Bertha"; and there 
will be no such thing as trenches, be- 
cause they, wouldn't do any good 
against tho • insidiousness of poison 
gas.- •
